Saints, St. Ignatius, founder of the Society of Jesus, and St. Francis 
Xavier, patron saint of missionaries.

In this Chant the words pre¬ 
dominate over the melody so that it 
appears more like a vocal prayer. 
The choir has been rehearsing for 
several weeks under the direction 


of Mr. Caufield, S.J. 

After the Mass, honors for the 
fourth marking period will be an¬ 
nounced and all the students will 
have a holiday. 

A Junior Day will proceed after 
the honor announcements; it is hoped 
that it will be as successful as Fresh¬ 
man and Sophomore Day. It will 
include track and field events, swim¬ 
ming races and basketball competi¬ 
tion. Each class will have represent¬ 
atives in each event. After supper, 
individual and class awards will be 
given to the winning teams. Junior 
Day will come to an end about 9 
o’clock.

Journeying to Washington, D.C., for the Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity Tournament on February 17, the varsity debate team of senior 
John McClymer and juniors Richard Barbieri, Reynold Buono, 
and James Duca captured first place in competition with thirty- 
nine schools. Five days later, at the St. Peter's College Tourna¬ 
ment, McClymer, Barbieri and Duca teamed with Michael Flem¬ 


ing to win the tournament for 
years, thus retiring the trophy. 

At Georgetown, McClymer won the 
best speaker award with Barbieri 
gaining third place. At St. Peter’s, 
Barbieri was judged best affirmative 
speaker while Fleming was second 
best negative speaker. Earlier, on 
February 12, the junior varsity team 
met the top schools in the Brooklyn 
Diocese and captured the Diocesan 
Championship. 

That day the varsity team of Rich¬ 
ard Barbieri, Michael Fleming, Dennis 
Behan and John McClymer was not 
able to retain the first place rating 
of last year’s team, but finished a close 
second with a 7-1 record. 

On the previous day, the varsity 
quartet had competed against twenty-

seven schools at St. Joseph’s College 
in Philadelphia. Here they finished 
fourth with only one loss in six 
rounds. In this contest, Fleming was 
awarded third place. Another success 
was scored on January 20, when the 
varsity team of Duca and Barbieri 
scored a perfect 3-0 record to finish 
second at Red Bank, New Jersey. 

The younger debaters, too, proved 
themselves at Loughlin on December 
16 when the novice team of Mike 
Scimeca, Ray Connolly, Vic Cas- 
tellani and Woody Collins finished 
second in diocesan competition with 
a 6-2 record. The Student Con¬ 
gress, held on the same day, was the 
scene of another success. At this 
event Richard Barbieri and Reynold 
Buono received awards as outstanding 
speakers.

Student Performances 
Entertain Parents 


The New York State Board of Regents has recently released the results of the 1961 Regents 
Scholarship Examination held here on October 5. Prep’s graduating class of 1962 has been 
awarded sixty-six state scholarships and forty-four alternates. These figures represent forty-nine 
percent of senior year, an increase of two percent over last year’s senior class. 

The exam was taken by 77,000 
high school students from 1,200 dif¬ 
ferent high schools throughout New 
York State. A total of 16,242 scholar¬ 
ships were granted. A list of alter¬ 
nates was also announced. Should a 
winner not accept his scholarship, the 
scholarship would then go to an 
alternate. The number of scholar¬ 
ships allocated to each county in the 
state is determined by the ratio of 
the number of high school graduates 
in the state to the total number of 
high school graduates last year. 

It was discovered that eighty-eight 
percent of the seniors with junior 
College Board total scores above 1000 
won either an outright full scholar¬ 
ship or were designated alternates. 

The present junior class should con¬ 
fidently expect comparable results. 

The recipients of Regents Scholar¬ 
ships are awarded anywhere from 
$250 to $700 depending on the fi¬ 
nancial need of the individual. A 
Regent Scholarship winner may also 
receive incentive awards ranging 
from $100 to $300. 

This year’s results continue to place 
Brooklyn Prep in the top percent of 
winners among the Catholic High 
Schools in the Dioceses of Brooklyn 
and Rockville Centre.

featured was a brief concert by the 
Brooklyn Prep Band under the direc¬ 
tion of Mr. Curt Roberts. Among 
the selections heard throughout the 
evening were melodies from the hit 
Broadway musicals “Camelot” and 
“Pajama Game” as well as some de¬ 
lightful Cole Porter tunes, a Sousa 
march and Leroy Anderson’s “Blue 
Tango.” 

Father McNamara, the student 
counselor, talked to the parents about 
college admissions and how they 
might help their sons prepare for 
the rigid requirements. During the 
course of the evening the Dramatics 
Society acted out some scenes from 
its excellent production of “Julius 
Caesar.” A preview of the French 
Play “Sisyphe et La Mort” to be 
presented here on March 6, was of¬ 
fered by some junior and senior 
French students under the direction 
of Father Farrand, S.J. Father also 
took them through some French songs 
and conducted a model French class. 

One of the most interesting events 
of the night was a display of physics 
knowledge by seven physics students 
supervised by Mr. Dahlke, S.J. Four 
of them explained some of the physics 
behind the orbital flight of astronaut 
John Glenn; the remaining three con¬ 
ducted an inductive lighting demon¬ 
stration, an ultra-violet exhibition and 
a nuclear radiation detection demon¬ 
stration.

Displaying a 
great deal of common sense, good taste, and imagination, he arranges each 
of the Mag's thirty-odd pages. This entails an average of an hour a day, 
each day of the school year, spent in selecting photographs, chopping 
stories that won't fit into the amount of space assigned, lengthening articles 
that are too short, and selecting the types of print to be used. 

Of all the jobs on Prep's publications, this is one of the ones that 
require most careful planning, patience, and a knowledge of the job itself 
with all its little tricks.

Stalled 


In the opening meet of the season 
the Prep aquamen were dunked by 
Xavier (49-37). Captain Bob Beck 
captured first place in the 50 yard 
freestyle and anchored the medley 
relay of Doherty, Desmond and Stone 
which also placed first. Tony Fiore 
displayed perfect form in winning 
the dive and the freestyle relay of 
McAteer, Miles, Dalton and Rowley 
also garnered a first place in this 
losing effort. 

Coach Doolan’s mermen suffered 
another loss in their next outing at 
the hands of St. John’s Redmen (46- 
40). Bob Beck again copped a first 
in the 100 yard freestyle and Vic 
Howard and Tony Fiore took first 
and second place respectively, in the 
dive. The medley and freestyle re¬ 
lays also took firsts. 

Victory finally shone forth in the 
team’s third outing as they splashed 
to a 52-34 win over Holy Cross. 
The team was again led by captain

individual medley. Along with the 
medley relay, first places were also 
taken by Charlie Stone in the 100 
fly, Jim Rowley in the 200 freestyle 
and John Doherty in the 100 back- 
stroke.

Ed Ryan succeeded our own Richie 
Ryan as the Tournament’s Most 
Valuable Player. Charlie Phillips and 
Joe Massot also received berths on the 
All-Star squad. 

Prep then journeyed to St. John’s 
court to battle their traditional rivals. 
Thanks to an excellent all-around 
performance by our Sportlighter Joe 
Massot who bagged 20 points, the 
Eagles won a 48-47 thriller. Massot 
just couldn’t miss on his “half-court” 
set shot and played heads-up defen¬ 
sive ball. Artie Stephenson, a 6'6" 
sophomore, led the Redmen with 12 
points. 

Prep won its sixth in a row and 
tenth in thirteen starts downing 
Chaminade 51-43. Charlie Phillips 
sparked the Eagle attack while scoring 
a personal game high of 24 points. 
Eddie Ryan added 12 markers as Don 
Johnson led both teams in rebounding. 
Al Schwartz netted 23 points for the 
Flyers in a losing cause. 

McClancy was Prep’s next victim, 
as the Eagles conquered the Crusa¬ 
ders, 70-60. Captain Ryan accounted 
for 22 points, missing only one free 
throw, and Charlie Phillips again 
came through, this time with 21 
points. McClancy’s only bright spot 
in a dismal day was Houlihan who 
scored 19, to lead his team. 

Prep continued to roll over all 
opposition as they downed a hard 
fighting St. Augustine’s quintet 68- 
62. The score was no indication of 
how the game was played, however, 
since Coach Lawn emptied the bench 
near the end of the third quarter 
with the Eagles on top by 21. Ed 
Ryan was high man for the Eagles 
with 17 as Phillips, Dockery, and 
Johnson also hit for double figures. 

After two successive losses at the 
hands of Loughlin and Holy Cross, 
Prep bounced back by routing Ca¬ 
thedral 68-40. After the Eagles had 
built up a 45-17 halftime lead, Coach 
Lawn used his bench force to nail 
down the victory. Joe Massot led the 
Prepmen with 15 points as Ed Ryan 
and promising junior Jack Dema both 
chipped in 14 markers. 

Following a loss to Molloy, Prep 
played a thriller at Mineola, nosing 
out Chaminade, 61-59, in overtime. 
Ed Ryan put in the winning field goal 
with seconds left in overtime. Ryan 
was high man for the Eagles with 23 
markers, but was topped for game 
honors by the Flyers’ Al Schwartz 
and Fred Capshaw, who had 25 and 
24 points respectively.

Led by the top-notch play of their 
captain, Paul Coulter, and the scoring 
of Gerry Costabile, Kevin Loftus and 
Charlie Kasper, the Junior Varsity 
hoopmen have assumed fourth place 
in a tight battle for C.H.S.A.A. honors. 
Early losses to league-leading Holy 
Cross, St. Francis, and Chaminade 
were atoned for by rousing victories 
over Loughlin, Xaverian, St. Augustine 
and Xavier. 

After a slow start, the Eagles 
picked up the pa6e at mid-season and 
now possess a 10-8 slate with 3 
games remaining at press time. 

The streak started with victories 
over Cathedral and McClancy, in 
which the offensive value of guard 
Charlie Kasper proved itself note¬ 

worthy. 

Bishop Loughlin found itself on the 
short end of a 57-49 score at the 
victor’s court. Leading the Prep 

attack were Loftus and Kasper, with 
15 and 10 points respectively. 

The previous week had brought an¬ 
other victory over St. Augustine’s. 
Loftus, Kasper and O’Brien once 

again paced the Eaglets to a 53-45 

win over the Lancers. 

Although the varsity fell short to 
Xaverian, the J.V. won again by a 
57-46 margin. Following a loss to 
Trinity, the J.V. bumped Xavier, 
62-52. Gerry Costabile poured in 26 
points. 

The great improvement in the space 
of a year from a scanty 2-11 Freshman 
record to a victorious J.V. campaign 
should provide a great deal of talent 
for next year’s Varsity.

Rote Entertains At Dinner 
Dockery , Whelan Honored 


More than twelve hundred fathers, sons, and friends of 
Brooklyn Prep turned out to honor the country's top pro and 
amateur athletes and to pay tribute to Prep’s own varsity letter- 
men at the annual Sports Dinner held in the Hotel St. George 


on January 20. 

As in the past, the center of attrac¬ 
tion was the recipient of the Brooklyn 
Prep Award presented annually to 
the "Outstanding Catholic Athlete of 
the Year.” This year, the award went 
to Roger Maris. The home-run king 
was given the trophy on the basis of 
his record smashing feat of 61 home 
runs in one season. Unfortunately, 
the Yankee star was forced to leave 
early because of a previous com¬ 
mitment. Father Morrisson, S.J., pre¬ 
sented him with the award at the 
beginning of the program. 

After a greeting by Harold Schae¬ 
fer, Chairman of the Dinner Com¬ 
mittee, the very able flank-back of 
the New York Giants, Kyle Rote, took 
over as toastmaster. As his first duty, 
he introduced those sitting on the 
dais. Among the distinguished guests 
were Arthur Dede, head scout of the 
New York Yankees; Jimmy Murphy, 
Sports Editor of the World-Telegram 
and Sun; Gil Hodges, star first base- 
man of the New York Mets who was 
greeted with an outstanding ovation; 
and Jim Fusco, ex-Prep football star 
and now Cornell University tackle. 

Next on the program was a talk 
by Malcolm Wilson, Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor of New York State, who con¬ 
gratulated the recipients of the 
awards and letters and then proceeded 
to discuss the importance for later 
life of the courage and perseverance 
learned from participation in sports. 

Following this speech, Father 
O'Connor, S.J., Moderator of Athlet¬ 
ics, awarded letters to the members 
of the various varsity teams and 
awarded John Whelan, star-halfback, 
the Dahut Trophy as Prep's "Most 
Outstanding Football Player." John's 
main asset was, as Father put it, 
that he "likes to run over the oppon¬ 
ents rather than around them." 

The evening reached its climax 
when Father Kelly, S.J., presented 
three-letterman John Dockery with 
the Michael J. C ashman Trophy 
awarded to Prep's "Outstanding Ath¬ 
lete,” for his contributions to Prep 
as high scoring halfback, hustling 
guard on the basketball team, and 
varsity catcher for the past two years. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, 
Kyle Rote, who was presented with 
a silver tray by Father Kelly for his 
contribution to the dinner, remarked 
that all the students of Prep could 
rightly be proud that night for he 
knew of very few high schools in the 
nation which sponsored anything 
comparable to the Brooklyn Prep 
Sports Dinner.

This one act play by Robert 
Merle will be presented entirely 
in French and will run about 
forty minutes. The play will be 
presented for the juniors at an 
afternoon performance while the 
seniors will attend an evening 
performance. French students 
from girls’ schools in the neigh¬ 
boring area have also been invit¬ 
ed to the evening performance. 

The play deals with the famous 
Sisyphus legend adapted to a modern 
situation. The legend consists in the 
dispatching of Death (La Mort) to 
the town of Corinth to take Sisyphe 
from this earth. However, Sisyphe 
steals Death's pen without which he 
cannot write Sisyphe's name in his 
book. The god of war, Ares, is sent to 
retrieve the pen but is unsuccessful. 
All appears lost until a group of 
notables from Corinth recover the pen 
from Sisyphe. In a dramatic switch, 
they now realize that all is lost, for 
in fighting for his life, Sisyphe was 
fighting for that of all men. 

The leads in the drama will be 
played by seniors.

La Mort 
will be played by Kevin McSweeney 
and William Aucone will assume the 
role of Ares.

Politicos Meet 


The Political Discussions Group 
began work again late in December.

It was 
concluded that the basic difference 
lies in the extent to which the Federal 
Government should participate in the 
fives of private citizens.

In subse¬ 
quent meetings, the members dis¬ 
cussed the advisability of admitting 
Communist China to the United Na¬ 
tions. The majority concluded that it 
would be both immoral and inept to 
seat Red China in the U.N. On the 
other hand, the minority held that the 
Chinese Communists had a legal right 
to membership. 

In keeping with their avowed policy 
of taking an active role in the nation's 
political affairs, many members of the 
group have started active work for 
Philip Moyles, a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Congress¬ 
man from the Fifteenth Congressional 
District, Brooklyn. Copying the names 
of every registered Republican in the 
district, ringing doorbells, and dis¬ 
tributing campaign literature are some 
of the jobs which these volunteers are 
undertaking. They have begun this 
enormous task under the leadership of 
Mr. Luongo. 

The group has announced that in 
the near future it will be discussing 
many of the leading issues of our 
day, such as right-wing extremism, 
national defense, and church-state 
relations. All of these discussions are 
designed to help the members and 
guests to obtain a better understand¬ 
ing of complex current events. 


Julius Caesar: A Review

The Dramatics Society, in its eighth consecutive year of 
fine Shakespearian drama, presented one of its best efforts with 
three performances of <{ Julius Caesar.” The troupe, directed by 
Mr. Winans, with the assistance of Mr. Hunt, S.J., gave a special 
Saturday performance for the nuns of the Brooklyn Diocese, in 
addition to their two regular evening performances of Feb. 2 
and 3. 

There were so many outstanding actors that it would be 
almost impossible to choose one man as the plays best. If a 
choice had to be made, however, the laurel would probably go 
to Joe Hart for his sensitive handling of the part of Brutus, 
(< the noblest Roman of them all.” He was at his best in the role 
of a man who was motivated solely by patriotism, but who 
found his ends thwarted by the greed of others. 

In the other roles, Larry O'Neill, co-president of the Society 
with Hart, gave an excellent portrayal of Cassius, the evil and 
avaricious murderer, while Mike D’Orlando, in the title role, 
gave the part of Caesar exactly the touch of arrogance and pride 
which was needed. Kevin McSweeney, as Marc Antony, Caesars 
friend and avenger, also played his role to perfection, especially 
in the famous funeral oration scene. 

Veteran Mike Madison gave an excellent interpretation of 
the dour Casca, while Jim Anton and Dave Lawless backed up 
Brutus and Cassius with admirable performances as conspirators 
Decius Brutus and Metellus Cimber, respectively. Rounding out 
the list of plotters were George Graham as Trebonius, Tom Kelly 
in the part of the ailing Ligarius, and Michael Fillipone playing 
Cinna the conspirator. 

Richard Pizzuto and Joseph Cesare excelled in the always 
difficult feminine roles, Pizzuto as Calpurnia, the wife of Caesar, 
and Cesare as Portia, Brutus' wife. 

As Marc Antony's companions in his fight against the con¬ 
spirators, William Aucone and Richard LoRe as Octavius and 
Lepidus, also turned in strong performances. 



The mob, led by Jack Sigel, William De Bernardis, Ed 
Haggerty and Frank Romer, were instrumental in highlighting 
the effects of Brutus' and Marc Antony's speeches, and in setting 
the play's tone in the first scene. 

The stage crew, under the direction of Mr. Dahlke, S.J., and 
co-presidents Ed Card and Bob Droney, provided a striking 
dramatic setting for the actors with their scenic and lighting 
effects. In this regard, a special vote of thanks goes to Mr. Joseph 
Rafter who played a large part in the staging of the play. 

In all ways, technically, dramatically and artistically, this 
play must rank with the finest offerings in the Society's history.
